School Board appoints new HR Director, raises salaries of 3 positions

After Van Buren Public Schools Human 
Resources Director Abdul Madyun 
resigned as of July 25, the school board 
not only appointed a new HR Director, 
but raised the salaries of three other 
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administrators. 

Madyun, who had worked for the Van 
Buren Schools for 13 years, accepted a HR 
Director position in the Northville Schools. 

School Supt. Pete Kudlak explained the 
situation during Monday's regular meeting 
of the school board. 
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He introduced the new HR Director, John 
Leroy, most recently principal of McBride 
Middle School who started his job earlier 
Monday. 

Supt. Kudlak said they had many 
applicants for the HR position, but Leroy 
rose above them all. He said Leroy is good 
with solving problems and working with 
groups. 

Kudlak said after the district lost 
Madyun, he reached out to other school 
districts about their pays and he said 14 
districts responded. He said he did some 
math and worked with the different sizes 


of the districts and other factors and found 
that three administrators are lower in pay 
than they should be, especially the finance 
director. 

“We hate to leave it until somebody 
leaves and then adjust it," Kudlak said of 
the pay. 

Kudlak said of the 14 districts responding 
to his questions, he said some didn't give 
all the answers. 

Board President Amy Pearce said they 
"don't want you poaching their people." 
Kudlak said the salaries were set a few

Suspect arraigned after attempted armed kidnapping, fleeing

Carl Emerson Travis, 51, of Grosse 
Pointe, was taken into custody Friday night 
when he was chased more than 26 miles 
into Detroit by police after allegedly trying 
to kidnap a female at gunpoint at a Van 
Buren Township apartment complex. 

Van Buren Township Deputy Chief Joshua 
Monte said the patrol division responded to 
a911 call at 9:09 p.m. Aug. 5 at the Waverly 
apartments where a caller said he witnessed 
a male armed with a handgun attempting to 
drag a female into a vehicle. 

Deputy Chief Monte said officers arrived 
and observed a physical struggle inside a 
vehicle between the male and female. The 
female victim was able to exit the vehicle 
and run to the safety of the responding 
officers. 


Quadruple murder suspect found dead in Wayne

Raymond Lee Bailey, 39, of Wyandotte 
reportedly was found 
dead in his cell at the 
Wayne County Jail 
on Saturday morning 
where he was awaiting 
trial for the shooting 
deaths of four cousins 
in Sumpter Township M 

on Aug. 15, 2020. 
Channel 2 Fox News reported Bailey’s 
death after a relative of the victims alerted

Court Watching: 


The male subject fled on foot to his 
vehicle parked nearby. Officers attempted 
to conduct a traffic stop of the suspect 
vehicle as he was fleeing the scene. 

The suspect refused to stop and officers 
pursued the vehicle onto eastbound I-94 
into the city of Detroit. The suspect exited 
onto Trumbull Avenue from eastbound 
I-94 in the city of Detroit, lost control of 
his vehicle and struck a pole disabling the 
vehicle. 

Deputy Chief Monte said the suspect 
fled from the vehicle on foot and was 
apprehended by Van Buren officers 
following a foot pursuit. Van Buren police 
officers were assisted by Trooper 2, the 
Michigan State Police Helicopter, and 
Romulus Police Department during the 
pursuit. The Michigan State Police took the 
single-vehicle crash report. 


them to rumors of his death. They reported 
it was unclear how he had died. 

Bailey had been charged with four counts 
of premeditated murder and four counts of 
weapons — felony firearms for the deaths of 
sisters, Laura Tanner, 35, and Sarah Tanner 
Grupa, 38, and their cousins, brothers 
Forrest Sampson, 28, and Neil Sampson, 
30. Laura Tanner was Bailey’s former 
fiancé and the murders took place at her 
home. 

Sumpter Township police found them dead 
throughout her home in the 24900 block 
of Martinsville Road. After the murders, 


“This incident was not random, but a 
targeted act,’ Deputy Chief Monte said. 
“The victim knew the suspect. I would 
like to commend the involved officers. 
Their quick and measured response likely 
prevented a tragic incident.” 

On Monday, 34* District Court Judge 
Lisa Martin arraigned Travis on one count 
of unlawful imprisonment, one count of 
domestic violence assault, two counts 
of resisting and obstructing police, one 
count of fleeing and eluding, one count of 
reckless driving and charged as a habitual 
offender. He was given a $500,000/10% 
bond. He was currently on a tether, out 
on bond for fleeing and eluding from an 
Oakland County case. 

Travis, who was arraigned virtually from 
the Van Buren Township police lockup, 
objected to the high bond because he said 


Bailey fled north before a friend helped 
him turn himself into Bay City police. He 
was arraigned from a hospital bed because 
he said he had a broken neck. His attorney 
told 34" District Court Judge Brian Oakley 
that Bailey intentionally harmed himself 
while in the Huron Township lock up that 
Sumpter Police use for its detainees, where 
he was taken after being brought back from 
Bay County. 

Bailey had been held without bond in the 
Wayne County Jail since Aug. 19, 2020, 
but on Sunday he was no longer listed on 
the Third Circuit Court website as being 


he takes care of his five-year-old daughter 
and works in his construction company. 
Prosecutor Sona Movsisyan said the 
complainant has a current personal 
protection order against Travis and he 
may have followed her to the apartment in 
violation of the PPO. She said because of 
his long history of arrests and the dangerous 
driving during the chase, he is a danger to 
the public. She said she has been told that 
Travis won the lottery a couple of years ago 
and has access to money. She asked for a 
high bond even higher than what set. 
Judge Martin said because of the public 
safety issue she would not reduce the bond. 
If he posts the bond, he must stay away 
from the complainant and wear a tether. His 
virtual probable cause conference was set 
for 8:30 a.m., Aug 17, at 34^ District Court.

incarcerated and he was no longer listed as 
an inmate of the Wayne County Jail. 

After many forensic exams and other 
delays in the case Bailey was deemed 
competent to stand trial and his jury trial 
had been set for eight days beginning Jan. 
4, 2023 before Circuit Court Judge Kelly 
Ramsey. 

Bailey had been charged with domestic 
abuse and assault on Oct. 29, 2019, but 
both charges were dropped in 34^ District 
Court. The domestic abuse charge was 
dropped when the victim, Laura Tanner, 
did not come to court to testify against him. 


David Delaney bound over to circuit court on two larceny charges

David Allen Delaney, 61, of Newport, 
was due for his arraignment/probable cause 
conference on March 23 at 34^ District 
Court on charges of larceny in a building 
and larceny between $1,000-$20,000 or 
subsequent offense notice on Jan. 12 in 
Van Buren Township. His defense attorney 
said he was still in inpatient treatment, so 
his court date was adjourned until April 
20. On that date, he still was in treatment. 
Judge Lisa Martin reduced his bond from 
$10,000/10% to $10,000 personal bond 
and set his probable cause conference for 
May 25. Then his preliminary exam was 
set for July 6. 

At the live preliminary exam July 6 before 
Judge Green, the frail, complaining witness 
testified that Delaney was homeless and 
she took him in because she needed care. 
She is confined to a wheelchair and needs 


help moving from her chair to her recliner, 
she said. She said he lived in her home 
on Country Lane for three months and he 
helped her get dressed, cleaned the house, 
tended to her feeding tube, and worked 
about an hour a day. 

She testified she was asleep in her recliner 
on Jan. 12 when she awoke at about 4 
a.m. to see him next to her chair with her 
envelope in his hand and she thought he 
was just moving it around on the table to 
get it out of the way. She said she went 
back to sleep because she trusted him. 

When she woke up in the morning, she 
said he was gone and nothing was left 
in his room. She said her envelope with 
$2,800 cash was gone. She said she waited 
to call the police because she thought he 
would come back home. She testified that 
he took good care of her. 

Defense attorney Sofia Nelson cross- 
examined the witness and the witness 


testified that she bought him a Carhart 
jacket, paid for doctor’s care for him, and 
gave him $100 now and then. She testified 
she did not know what the minimum wage 
was and she provided no health insurance 
and paid no taxes on his employment-. 
There was no contract for his services, she 
testified. She stated she did not call him to 
accuse him of stealing money out of the 
mailbox, as the defense attorney alleged. 
Judge Green bound Delaney over to 
circuit court on both charges. He was 
arraigned on the information July 20 at 
the Frank Murphy Hall of Justice and a 
calendar conference was set for Aug. 10. 
Justin Cleeve Johnson 
The preliminary exam for Justin Cleeve 
Johnson, 20, of Ypsilanti was set for 11 a.m., 
Aug. 10, to face 11 charges surrounding 
the break-in of the Meijer store in Van 
Buren Township. He is free after posting 
bond of $5,000/10% and must not return to 


any Meijer store. 

Johnson is charged with breaking into 
Meijer through the Garden Center on 
June 11 and gained entry to the main store 
through a door that had been left unlocked. 
He went back three times, according to 
police, and was caught on the third trip. 


He is charged with two counts of safe 
breaking, two counts of possessing 
burglar’s tools, two counts of breaking and 
entering a building with intent, a count of 
receiving and concealing stolen property 
worth between $1,000 and $20,000, two 
counts of larceny in a building, one count 
of escape while awaiting trial for a felony, 
and one count of false report of a medical 
or other emergency. 

Ryan Anthony-Scott Hayes 
Ryan Anthony-Scott Hayes, 37, of 
Sumpter Township, was found guilty as 
charged by a 34" District Court jury on

Local salaries rise 
when employees 
take better jobs 


You’ve got to wonder what the end of all 
this is going to be. In Van Buren Township 
and the Van Buren Public Schools, the 
salaries for top employees is rising. This 
is taxpayer money and it sure makes us 
nervous. 

The most recent case is the Human 
Resources Director at Van Buren Public 
Schools, Abdul Madyun, who resigned 
July 25 to take a better job as HR Director 
for the Northville Schools. 

This sent the superintendent into a study 
of like jobs for like districts and he got 
results that ended up raising the pay for 
three administrators significantly. The 
finance director got a $17,000 pay hike. 
The other two got $3,500 each. 

Supt. Kudlak said he didn’t want to 
wait until those administrators left for 
better-paying jobs to raise the pay for that 
position. 

We understand they want to get ahead of 
others bailing out, but where will this all 
end for taxpayers? Is it really necessary? 

In VBT an administrator left for a job a 
few years ago and he was being paid about 
$70,000. They hired him back at $98,000 
a few weeks ago. And made up a new job 
for him to fill. VBT is working fewer days 
a week. 

And the taxpayer is stretching his dollar 
to try and buy enough groceries to last and 
enough gallons of gas to suffice. Some are 
getting much richer on that taxpayer dollar.

he Michigan Department of 
uu sent out a message that the 
rest stop on I-94 in Van Buren Township 
was to be closed last Thursday and Friday 
for building and parking lot repairs. It was 
supposed to reopen Friday at 4:30 p.m. 

In the July 5 meeting of the Van Buren 
Township Board of Trustees, Supervisor 
Kevin McNamara said he read in the Free 
Press that premier communities, including 
Birmingham, are looking at building 
pickleball courts. "They're following us," 
he said, referring to the township's courts 
that are already in use at the corner of 
Denton and Beckley roads. 

Also, during that meeting while discussing 
the problem of housing, Supervisor 
McNamara said that the township did lose 
a bid to Grand Rapids for veteran housing a 
year ago. Hadn’t heard about that. 

On this week’s Van Buren Township 
police dispatch log, there was an entry fora 
Robbery on Holly Lane at 12:28 a.m. Aug. 
2. VBT Deputy Chief Joshua Monte said the 
call initially came in as a Robbery / B&E, 
but it was unfounded. He said a roommate 
of the caller locked himself out of the house 
and was trying to gain entry. 

At Monday’s meeting of the Van Buren 
Public Schools Board of Education, James 
Williams announced the health clinic 
construction has started at McBride and it 
should take 90 days to open once it’s started. 
The clinic, which can fill prescriptions, will 
have its separate entrance, so sick people 
will not have to traipse through the school 
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building. The clinic was devised as a way 
for the employees to save money on health 
care, but it will be open to the community, 
as well. 

Also, at the school board meeting it was 
announced that fall sports started Monday, 
the football field turf project is complete 
and the track upgrade is finished and had its 
punch-list walk that day to tend to details. 

School Supt. Kudlak said an 
administrative retreat is set for Aug. 25 
and it will concentrate on school safety. 
He said the district now has joined with the 
Washtenaw County Sheriff’s Department 
program where they meet with groups to 
discuss concerns. The concern the school 
board has is the safety of BHS students in 
the Washtenaw County part of the district. 
Those students involved with the two 
handgun incidents at the school said they 
were afraid to walk from their homes to the 
bus and needed to protect themselves. 

Board President Amy Pearce had asked 
before and she asked again if someone 
from the Washtenaw Sheriff’s Department 
couldn’t come to a school board meeting 
to talk to them about it. Supt. Kudlak said 
he was sure the department could have 
someone come, but he would like to wait 
until they get fully into the program they’ve 
just become a part of there. 

Pearce said she has been informed that 
the Van Buren Education Foundation will 
hold Casino Night at The Garage on Oct. 8.

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Tickets are now on sale for the fund raiser 
that results in thousands of dollars given to 
teachers for education supplies. 

It wasn’t announced at Monday’s meeting, 
so on Tuesday we asked about the pay for 
John Leroy who has just been appointed the 
new Human Resources Director for the Van 
Buren Public Schools. We were told the HR 
position had started at 
just over $100,000 and 
for Abdul Madyun in 
his seventh year he was 
making $118,000 before 
he resigned. The HR 
Director salary now has 
been raised and Leroy 
will start at $115,000. 
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The school district is trying to get out 
the information on the 1.75-mill sinking 
fund for six years it will be asking voters to 
approve in the Nov. 8 election. The sinking 
fund millage that is expiring is currently 
0.48 mill. A bright, information-packed 
brochure has been prepared to get the facts 
to voters and Supt. Kudlak said it is being 
passed out at events and groups around the 
district. 

The district wants to be sure the brochure 
gets outto as many voters as possible before 
Sept. 24, the first day absentee ballots 
will be available to voters. “Our role is to 
educate, not promote," Supt. Kudlak said of 
the ballot question.

months ago but he asked the board to reset 
those three salaries and the board approved 
raising: 

* Finance Director Sara Cortese from 
$108,500 to $125,000; 

* Director of Instruction Jeff Moore from 
$114,500 to $118,000; and 

* Director of Special Education Karen 
Johnston from $114,500 to $118,000. 

Board vice president Susan Featheringill 
abstained from the vote since Cortese is her 
daughter. Featheringill also abstained from 
a vote on a payroll check of $346.11 earlier 
in the meeting since Ian Simmons, who is 
working as a PT Tech and is a recent BHS 
graduate, is her grandson. 

Parent Jaclyn Hofman congratulated 
Leroy for his promotion and then chastised 
the superintendent and the board for the 
chaos that has descended on the district with 
the switching around of well-established 
administrators between buildings and grade 
levels to fill the vacancy left by Leroy at 
McBride. 

Edgemont Principal Fred Abel to principal 
at McBride and Laura Maher from McBride 
to Edgemont as principal. 

“Im disappointed Ms. Maher wasn’t 
promoted in her building,” said Hofman, 
noting she’s sure they won’t change their 
decision now, but she wants them to know 
how the parents are feeling. 

She said following the COVID disruption 
consistency is needed for students and 
staff. She said she is disappointed in the 
superintendent and the school board. 

“I feel you have failed them,” she said to 
the board. 

In other business at Monday’s meeting, the 
board: 

* Approved Owen Intermediate School's

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VBT planners approve Sumpter Rd. Corridor Plan, text amendments

The Van Buren Township Planning 
Commission unanimously recommended 
approval of a draft amendment to its 2020 
Master Plan and the text amendments 
to support it in hopes of assuring that 
the property along Sumpter Road from 
Industrial Park Drive in Belleville to Bemis 
Road in Sumpter Township is developed in 
the highest manner. 

The vote occurred at its July 27 regular 
meeting after public hearings were held on 
both the Sumpter Road Corridor Plan and 
the zoning ordinance text amendments. No 
one from the public spoke at either public 
hearing, with the first hearing taking two 
minutes and the second hearing taking four 
minutes. 

Dan Power, VBT director of planning 
and economic development, and planning 
consultants Vidya Krishnan and Adam 
Cook of McKenna Associates have been 
working on this project for more than a 
year. 

Director Power said they held a first public 
hearing on the Sumpter Road Corridor Plan 
and this is the second. He said this second 
hearing follows requirements of state law 
to let neighboring communities know of 
changes and to give them another chance 
to offer suggestions. 

The plan has been on the township 
website for some time for people to study, 
he said. 

Power said they have reached out to get 
input from the public for more than a year 
on this project and held a public hearing at 
the fire hall on Hull Road on July 28, 2021 
that brought a good number of people. 

After that meeting, the plans were changed. 
It had started out as proposing, among 
other things, commercial zoning placed in 
a strip along both sides of Sumpter Road 
from Hull Road to Bemis, with farmland 
being left behind the strip. But, residents 
didn’t like that plan and so it changed into 
proposed subdivisions on the farmland on 
both sides of Sumpter Road. The southeast 
and southwest corners of Hull Road are 
designated commercial anchor lots, as 
are the northeast and northwest corners at 
Bemis. 

That plan has a mixed-use district and 
overlay district and four different kinds of 
lots, plus the anchor lots. 

Power said Cook did an extensive history 
of the corridor, with pictures, and that 
information is part of the plan. 

Power said implementation of the plan 
relies on the development of the RIC and 
Agricultural zoned lots by property owners. 
New development has to be consistent with 
those already there, he said. 

He said there is no desire to expand the 
sanitary sewer system south of Hull and 
the subdivisions planned would be rural 
settlements in clusters. Power said a big 
No. 2 on the plan behind the old lumber 
yard at the corner of Sumpter/Hull is noted 
because the previous plan that if a parcel 
behind that lumber yard and the parcel on 


Hull behind that parcel come into the same 
ownership, it could be rezoned commercial, 
is no longer in effect. 

Also, he said, the owner of the property 
on Bemis, at the northwest corner of 
Sumpter Road, said he may want to rezone 
from commercial to rural residential. 

After the revised Master Plan was 
recommended to be sent on to the township 
board for approval, Power talked about the 
text amendments for the zoning ordinance 
that would support the Sumpter Road plan. 

Power said they had multiple work 
sessions on the project with a commission 
subcommittee and many revisions. He 
said the text amendments include rules 
on setbacks, building types, specific uses, 
and an overlay district, that resembles the 
Belleville Road Corridor Plan, but with 
many differences. The newest revision was 
July 21. 

Power said they removed the requirement 
for 50% glass for commercial buildings 
and added new permitted districts. He said 
they also clarified the appeals for building 
types and now have a more refined version 
of the ordinance. 

“We have worked really hard on this,” 
Krishnan said during the discussion on 
the text amendments. “It is one of the best 
ordinances we have written.” She said it 
protects the area and at the same time fixes 
the properties that are not enhancing the

area. 

Commissioner Brian Cullin asked if any 
developers are waiting for this ordinance 
to be completed and Power said there are 
preliminary plans for what was the burger 
restaurant. Also, the residential building 
that was commercial and then restored 
could go back to residential use. 

Commission chairman Bryon Kelley 

said he is not a fan of the word “appeal” 
because that brings up that it may be an 
issue for the Board of Zoning Appeals. He 
suggested using the words “reviewed” or 
“interpreted.” He said the word “appeal” 
makes it seems like, “I have aright. It should 
be more for review and interpretation, not a 
formal appeal.” 

Krishnan said they could change that to 
“can request clarification from the planning 
commission.” 


“Appeal is a loaded word," Commissioner 
Jeff Jahr agreed. 

“It’s a problem when you get pesky 
attorneys involved," Kelley said, referring 
to himself. 

Commissioner Jahr made the motion, 
seconded by Commissioner Cullin to 
recommend approval to the township 
board of additions to the zoning ordinance 
to initiate a proposed Sumpter Road 
Mixed Use zoning district and Sumpter 
Road overlay district. The motion 
stipulated that the word “appeal” would 
be replaced with the words suggested. 
The motion passed unanimously. 

The commission was meeting with a bare 
quorum with excused absences for Medina 
Atchinson and Callie Barr. Present were

After a lengthy discussion on what to do 
about a detention pond that does not detain 
any water but floods the adjoining parking 
lot, on July 13 the Van Buren Township 
Planning Commission approved the final 
site plan for a Community Center and site 
upgrades for its $16 million project. 

The site plan was approved with conditions 
on the detention ponds including Treasurer 
Sharry Budd’s concerns about the safety of 
the unfenced pond or ponds. 

The final site plan was sought by architect 
Stephen J. Gedert on behalf of owner Van 
Buren Charter Township. He applied for 
roughly 13,446 square feet of renovations 
and a 16411 square foot gymnasium 
addition adjacent to the existing municipal 
building, renovations to the existing 
building, and the construction of associated

Treasurer Budd, Kelley, Cullin, and Jahr. 
There is a vacant seat. 

The commission subcommittee working 
on the Sumpter Road Corridor Plan and 
the text amendments were Atchinson, Barr, 
and Jahr.

* Voted to recommend to the township 
board approval of a zoning ordinance 
amendment concerning gasoline filling 
stations to make them special land use 
instead of allowing them by right the way 
it is now. Krishnan said under the current 
zoning, gas stations could be put in along 
Belleville Road to Ecorse by right. “We 
have enough gas stations now” in that area, 
she said; and 

* Heard Commissioner Jahr note that he 
is glad the EV unit language was taken 
out of that gas station ordinance. Krishnan 
said that in her studies she found in 
Grand Rapids EV is exempt from zoning 
regulations, which she found shocking. 
Jahr said he thinks putting together an EV 
ordinance would be a good winter project, 
after the construction season is over. Power 
said that EV stations now are treated as 
accessory structures that are reviewed by 
the administration. 


pavements and utilities. 

The project includes a large outdoor 
performance plaza,a fitness patio, additional 
parking, walkways, and landscaping. It also 
includes the fencing off of the police vehicle 
parking area and separately the employee 
parking for security. An additional entry to 
Quirk Road for the public is planned from 
a northwest section of the western parking 
lot at township hall. 

Dan Power, director of planning and 
economic development, noted that changes 
in the plans are being made to put a second 
stormwater drainage area behind the DPW 
yard and the DPW fence would be moved. 

Paul Kammer, the township's engineering 
consultant from Fishbeck, said the water 
main on the township site has a current tap 
on Quirk Road and a new tap will be made 
on Tyler to loop the water main. He said 
a new sanitary service will be put in from 
Quirk between the DPW and township hall. 

“The pond does not detain any water,” 
Kammer said of the stormwater drainage 
currently on the site that should be 
upgraded. He said instead of the water 
going into the pond, the existing parking 
lot is flooded. 

He said they plan to combine the old and 
new drainage system and detain it in the 
southwest corner of the DPW building. He 
said they will collect all the water from the 
entire site and detain and eject it from the 
system. 

Kammer said the plans did not show the 
weir metering structure and that has to be 
worked out before construction is approved. 

Treasurer Budd, who is the board’s liaison 
to the planning commission, said she is 
concerned about the bigger pond which 
kids will find attractive when it has water 
in it. 

Kammer said it is designed to be dry 
and after a rain to hold the flow for 48 to 
72 hours. He said after a rain there could 
be 2’ of water, but there are walkable side 
slopes, 1:6, and a fence is not required by

the ordinance. 

He said the present pond has two pumps 
and one is not functioning. It could overflow 
to Quirk Road, north and west. 

Kammer said the next pump station, not 
a part of the community center project, will 
be handled later by the township. 

Budd said she is concerned about it being 
so close to the public area. She said she 


hopes he does know what he’s doing with 
the drainage. 

Kammer said they are concerned about 
the size, but it could be moved so it’s not so 
close to the outdoor performance area. 

“As currently designed, it works,” he 
said, noting the flow comes north from the 
splash pad.

Belleville was arraigned on Jan. 19 for 
assault on a police officer on Nov. 30 in 
Sumpter Township. His probable cause 
conference was adjourned until Feb. 2 so 
his attorney could get discovery. 

Personal bond of $10,000 was set. 
Anderson appeared virtually from the 
Wayne County Jail. On Feb. 2, the case 
was adjourned until March 2 to give the 
defense attorney time to get the results of 
a competency hearing for a pending case in 
Third Circuit Court. Attorney Ray McCann 
said Anderson is in quarantine and being 
assaulted. He wanted Judge Martin to 
order him put into the general population. 
A deputy at the Wayne County Jail said he 
has been tested and when his COVID test 
comes back negative he will be put into the 
general population. 

On March 2, Judge Green referred 
Anderson for a forensic examination for 
competency and criminal responsibility. 
When that returned a probable cause 
conference was set for April 27. That was 
adjourned until May 18. The May 18 date 
was adjourned until June 22 with approval 
of all parties to await sentencing in circuit 
court. 

On June 22, the party dropped the charges, 
the prosecutor filed for dismissal, and 
Judge Green dismissed the charge, pursuit 
to a Third Circuit Court plea. Case closed. 

Jenell Annaelynn Drake 

Jenell Annaelynn Drake, 34, of Taylor was 
arraigned by Judge Green on Jan. 19, on a 
charge of assault or assault and battery for 
an incident in Sumpter Township on April 
11, 2018. The final pretrial was set for Feb. 
16 to see if the complainant on the charge 
is still available since it was so long ago.

Lawson pled guilty to operating while 
visibly impaired and the other charges were 
dropped.
